LOCKJAW IN SOIL 
is Dacllll Thrlva I 



The death of a child In Brooklyn from 
lockjaw, suid to havo been caused by 
bacilli of the disca-so which existed in 
soil of that region, calls attention 
again to a peculiar danger of some por- 
tions of Long Island, w hich has been 
mentioned at intervals of several years. 
In this instance the child, says the Hartr 
ford Times, c girl two years old, had 
been vaccinated. There was no reason 
to suspect the purity of the vaccine 
matter. It was used three weeks ago, 
and tha child was getting on well until 
in playing In the dirt she scratched the 
vaccinated arm while her fingers were 
smeared with clay. 

As to the existence of tetanus bacilli 
in the roil, the evidence seems to lie am- 
ple. Health C ommissioner Kmery says 
ths soil is full of these bacilli and that, 
they caused several deaths which fol- 
lowed vuccinntion a year ago. Dr. 
Moyne.whoat tended the Utile girl.says: 
"The germs of tetanus are in the nir as 
well as in the soil.but to breathe them is 
not necessarily fatul. In the vicinity 
of the south shore of Long Island 
horses, as well us human beings, havo 
fallen victims to 11m bacilli. In ihe 
case of the little girl her finger noila 
contained the germ, which when 
brought into contact with the superfi- 
cial nbrasion nt once inoculated her sys- 
tem with the poison." Dr. West, of the 
Brooklyudepartincnlofhculth. says the 
existence of the germ of tetanus haa 
been noted for several years, more par- 
ticularly in the east and southern tiera 
of Ixing Island. He adds: "Suffolk 
county, I belli ve, has the reputation of 
being the most affected spot. In the 
past three years, in Brooklyn, there haa 
been tin average of nine fatalities from 
the work of tetanus bacillus annually. 
The germ, when exposed to the air. soon 
succumbs. When it attacks a wound it 
burrows down deep, for the purpose of 
keeping away from the air."

The congresaioual directory of the 
Fifty-fourth congress contains a list of 
350 members of the house of repre- 
sentatives and 8tt senators, making a 
total of 44J members of Isith houses of 
congress. The directory gives the auto- 
biographies of the statesmen, and also 
th«U addresses while resident of the 
national capital. 

How many yearB congressional di- 
rectories have been authorized ami 
printed is difficult now to nscertaiu. 
it has recently l>een made apparent, 
however, that I congressional directory 
was published M years ago, and it is 
presumed that it was by private enter- 
prise and not by congressional author- 
ity. When the total membership of 
the senote was only 30 and there Wttt 
less than NO members of the house of 
representatives, the directory was t 
small pamphlet. It has graduully grown 
into a Volume of :ii>n pages. 

The early directories did not give bi- 
ographies of the congressmen, but sim- 
ply noted their congressional districts, 
and the states w hich had honored tliem. 
The directories of the present day give 
condensed histories of the lives of the 
statesmen, including the majorities re- 
ceived by them at the last elections. 
Urief biographies are also given of the 

president, vice praeident and members 
of the cabinet. There is also a list of 
members admitted to the press gal- 
leries, and an alphulietica! list of the 
ambassadors, ministers, consul generals 
nnd consuls sent by this country to 
foreign nations. Several pages are da* 
voted to the ambassadors and other 
representatives of foreign governments 
nt this capital, with their addresses in 
this city. Every public man and every 
ti. wspaper man in Washington has a 
copy of the latest eongressiono

CLOUDBURSTS 



WamtlM, W. Va„ July 28,-Friday. 
for the aecond time in three daya. the 
northern and eastern counties of West 
Virginia were visited by a terrific rain 
storm. The downpour began about 
two o'clock Friday morning Bnd con- 
tinued nearly twelve hours, with hard- 
ly a tnument'a intermission. In this 
county the rainfall for the day was 
1.70 inch, making the total for the 
wuck thus far about 4.50 Inches, 

The storm vraa heaviest In Ohio, 
Marshall, Wetzell and Tyler counties, 
and in Belmont and Monroe counties, 
Ohio. 

Neither the Baltimore A Ohio main 
line nor the Ohio Kiver railroad had 
trains either in or out of Wheel- 
ing Friday, and the prospects Fri- 
day night are that it will be Sat- 
urday night or Sunday before cither 
line is open. All Baltimore and Ohio 
trains from the west are from eight to 
twelve hours late, and upon arriving 
hero arc sent on east by way of Pitts- 
burgh and Cumberland. This leaves 
the Baltimore and Ohio with its south 
western connection and all eastern con 
ncctlons cut off entirely. 

The chief trouble is an immense 
landslide near Bellton, but the whole 
line for miles is washed out or con 
with debris, while culverts and trestles 
are washed away, fhe Ohio River road, 
for the eighth time in two months, com- 
pletely tied up by an enormous land- 
slide at Baresvllle, where half a mile 
of track is destroyed. Work trains can 
not reach this point on account of 
smaller landslides and washouts on 
both sides. At the narrows between 
here and Moundsville the track Is cov- 
ered ten feet deep for a quarter of a 
mile. 

At Sistcrsville the rain has been 
falling steadily for three days. The 
Ohio river is rising rapidly, and low- 
lands are inundated, while the' small 
streams are raging torrents, carrying 
everything before them, bridges, crops 
and oil ries. The damage In the oil 
field will be over 8HW.OO0, lines being 
broken, derricks washed away, and 
'auks overturned. 

Stacks of hay and wheat are floating 
out, and whole fields of corn have been 
swept away. There are four land- 
slides between Slstersvlllc and Coch- 
ransville, and four Ohio Kiver railroad 
trains ure lecked in just above Slsters- 
villc.
